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Located on the shore of Lake Erie, this residential 
project is focused on the creation and curation of 
views. The basic formal unit is derived from the human 
cone of vision, resulting in a telescoping tetrahedron 
outlined by a steel frame. 

To take advantage of a site that lays between the water 
and the city, individual apartments are comprised of 
two units stacked in opposing directions. As the 
apartments are stacked to form towers, interior space 
is defined by the overlapping of the tetrahedrons. This 
creates an interaction between units; one's home is 
carved into by the residence above, just as one carves 
into the residence below. 

The entirety of the residential area— two living towers 
connected by a circulation tower— is plugged into the 
ground within a giant tetrahedral skeleton, which 
serves as a threshold between building and site as well 
as a beachfront meeting place for residents and public 
alike.
